“ According to German miltary 
circles this morning, the landing 
operations stretch from Albania 

e the whole Dalmatian coast 
to the north. 

“Combined land and sea forces 
are taking part in the operation.” 

later the Agency spoke of 
“trong American air and sea for- 
mations” attacking island groups 
off the: Dalmatian coast. “ The 
American forces met with heavy 
German resistance,” it added. .

For some time past, says Reuter, 
there have been reports of a German 
withdrawal from Greece and the 
Balkans generally, and there were 
also factual statements last week 
that the Germans in Crete were 
moving from east ta west. 

A C.B.S. correspondent in a 
broadcast from Rome said: “ The 
campaign in the Balkans is 
beginning to take shape this week. 

The Naval section of the com-

“Since September 16th landing 
craft of the Royal Navy, covered 
and escorted by destroyers and light 
coastal craft, have been operating 
along the Southern Dalmatian 
Islands, carrying the troops and 
partisans engaged in harassing the 
German withdrawal.

No Hope of Increased Old-Age 


Pensions at Present 


I the private members' time in 
the Dail vesterday the debate 
was resumed on a motion of Mr. 
M. J. KEYES (Lab.) requesting the 
Government to provide old age 
pensions to persons over 65 years, 
not gainfully employed, at..the rate 
of 20s, a week, and that any net 
income not exceeding £52 a year 
be taken into account. 

Mr. S. T. O’KELLY, Minister for 
Finance, said that he thought it 
should be generally accepted that 
if any improvement was io be 
made in the old age _ pensions 
system, it could not be done 
while taxation was at its present 
high rate, and that would continue 
until the war ended, The awkward 
fact was that old age pensioners 
weré a very numerous body, 146,000, 
and even a small increase of Is. a 
week, would cost a considerable 
sum, and probably pensioners would 
not thank them for it. At present 
old age pensions cost £3,900,000, 
and the number of people over 
seventy was on the increase. The 
total number of people over 70 
last -June was estimated at 202,000. 
An additional 1s. on income tax 
would bring in £1,400,000, which 
would be nearly enough . to 
cover the cost of bringing the 
pension, at present rates, to 
people of 65 years. Would any 
deputy suggest that he should put | 
on the additional shilling with 
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income tax at 7s. 6d. in the £? To 
do all the things asked for in the 
motion would cost a total of £124 
is, the 
amount for old age pensions would 
have to be increased by £84 millions. 


No. one “would attempt -to put. the }- 


extra taxation on to the present 
Budget of £50 millions. 

Describing the motion as an 
extravagant demand, Mr, O’KELLY 
said it was not fair to be putting 
figures of that kind in  people’s 
minds, raising their hopes for some- 
thing which could not be given. He 
would not be honest if he held out 
any hope of reducing the age to 
65—even after the war, at least 
until they had an opportunity 
of seeing what their financial 
position would be. They had plans 
for the expenditure of the bes. part 
of £100,000,000 on reconstruction. 
While there would be extraordinary 
demands on the purses of every 
class; there would be a simultaneous 
clamour for many social services. 

Ald. M. O’SULLIVAN (Lab.) 
said that he thought that the 
Minister would have at least an- 
nounced a modification of the 
means test, which violated human 
dignity. With their total income 
not more than 16s. per week, 
140,000 pensioners must be on the 
border-line of destitution. 

Progress was reported, and the 
debate was adjourned.

BRIDGE GIVEN UP ' 


At one time the Ist Airborne 
Division actually held the bridge at 
Arnhem, but had to relinquish it. 

For a period of more than a week 
they fought ferociously against 
savage German counter-attacks, 
while the British 2nd Army drove a 
steel corridor northwards from 
Eindhoven and seized the bridge at 
Nijmegen. The fight of the air- 
borne forces, even if it ended in 
their withdrawal, prevented’ the 
Germans from sending reinforce- 
ments south to their hard-pressed 
units retreating before the British. 


Against the airborne division 
the Germans used mainly SS. 
battle groups, and there were 
heavy casualties on both sides.

2ND ARMY DRIVE 


The British 2nd Army’s thrust to 

the Meuse (Dutch Maas), which 
flows a few miles on the Dutch 
side of the German frontier for 
about 50 miles, continues to de- 
velop eastward from the-corridor. 
' Troops who reached the river 
on a front of about five miles north 
of Boxmeer have found that the 
bridge at Gennep has been blown up 
by the retreating Germans. At the 
Eindhoven end of the corridor the 
town of Maarheeze has been cap- 
tured by another thrust eastward 
towards the Bois le Duc Canal. 

In their advance eastward from 
the corridor, the 2nd Army has in- 
flicted heavy casualties in men and 
matesial on the 10th Panzer Divi- 
sion and 107th Panzer Brigade, 
which the Germans flung into the 
battle after they had been re- 
equipped in North Holland. 

“An unbroken stream of re- 
inforcements is flowing into the 
British breach in _ south-eastern 
Holland,” the German commentator 
Sertorius said yesterday. Coupled 
with the fact that the Canadian 
1st Army is pressing hard to the 
north from the Antwerp-Turnhout 
area, this indicates “ that the enemy 
intends to make the greatest pos- 
sible concentration of forces before 
undertaking a further strategic 
thrust in the direction of the Rhine- 
Westphalian industrial area and the 
north ‘German plain.” 


U.S. FRONTS 


Little change is reported from the 
American fronts. Strong patrolling 
continues, and the heaviest German 
resistance has been met in the 
Stolberg area, south-east of Aachen, 

In the United States 3rd Army 
sector a light German counter- 
attack 15 miles south of Metz was 
repulsed. 

General Patton’s troops seized a 
bridge leading into the moated fort 
of Driant, in the chain of fortresses 
on the west bank of the Moselle 
guarding Metz. This followed a 
morning air asault and an all-day 
artillery ‘ barrage. ' 

Tank destroyers lined up 400

Eden Explains 
Aid to Warsaw 


R. ANTHONY EDEN, British 

Foreign Secretary, was asked by 
Sir A. Knox (C., Wycombe), in the 
House of Commons, to state the 
reason given by the Soviet Govern- 
ment for their refusal of permission 
for R.A.F. planes to land in Soviet 
territory after dropping munitions 
and supplies for partisan forces in 
Warsaw. 

Mr. Eden replied that there never 
had been any question of R.A.F. 
aircraft undertaking such _ shuttle 
flights to bases in Soviet territory for 
these operations. The Soviet 
Government had now agreed to the 
use of Soviet bases. 

Mr. Eden also told Sir A. Knox 
that reports that members of the 
Polish underground army had co- 
operated with the Soviet forces in 
the liberation of their country and 
had been arrested and deported by 
Soviet authorities had been brought 
to the notice of the Soviet Govern- 
ment, who informed him that they 
did not consider the reports gave a 
true picture of events in the areas 
in question. 

“They state,” said Mr. Eden, 
“that almost all the Polish army 
detachments found in Poland when 
the Soviet armies advanced are now 
fighting alongside the Russians 
against the Germans.” His atten- 
tion had been drawn to reports that 
individuals had been arrested and 
deported because they refused to 
take the oath of allegiance to the 
so-called Committee of Liberation 
and he had brought them to the

IN GROUPS

Orders came to us on Monday to 
break out from our forest citadel 
west of Arnhem, cross the ine 
and join up with the British 2nd 
Army on the south bank. . 

Our Commander decided against 
a cencerted assault on the 
Germans round us. Instead, the 
plan was split up into little groups, 
ten to twenty strong, setting Out 
along different routes at. two-minute

Patrols went out earlier, tying 
bits of white parachute tape to trees 
to mark the way. : 

To distract the Germans’ atten- 
tion, 2nd Army guns laid down a 
box barrage all afternoon. © The 
first party was to get off at 10 p.m. 
Our group .was'to leave at 10.04 
p.m. They went round distributing 
little packets of sulphanilamide and 
morphia. 

We tore up blankets and wrapped 
them round our boots to muffle the 
sound of our feet in the trees. We 
were told the password—‘ John 
Bull.” If we became separated each 
man was to make his way by com- 
pass due south until he reached the 
river. | 

Our Major is an old hand, He 
led the way and linked our arty 
together by getting everyone to hold 
the tail of the parachutist’s smock 
of the man in front of him, so our 
infiltrating column had an absurd 
resemblance to some children’s 


game. 

It was half-light, with the glow 
of fires from burning houses 
around, when we set out. We were 
lucky. We went through a reputed 
German pocket without hearing a 
shot, except for a stray sniper's 
bullet. 

The worst part was waiting two 
hours by the riverside until our turn 
came for assault boats to ferry us 
across. The Germans kept sending 
up flares, and it was vital to lie flat 
and motionless, 

Our actual crossing was quiet. 
Many sick and limping left their 
beds to take a chance with the 
escape parties making their way to 
the river.—(Reuter.)

Col. Nikolai Akimov, 
military commentator, said yester- 
day: “ The strategic position of the 
Germans in the Baltic is now hope- 
less. The remnants of the German 
forces are pressed into a semi- 
circle at Riga and are trying to save 
themselves by withdrawing through 
the narrow neck along the Tukums 
road—the only path of retreat still 
open to them. 

“The German positions form a 
horse-shoe around Riga, the 
diameter of which is barely more 
than 30 to 45 miles and is con- 
tinuing to diminish.” 

Yesterday’s communiqué from 
the Commander-in-Chief cf the 
Polish Home Army stated that the 
Germans are extending their defence 
positions in the centre of Warsaw 
and are digging tunnels in order 
to establish underground communi- 
cations between the different streets 
in German hands. Arms and 
ammunition dropped by Soviet 
planes were received during the 
night. 

On the Czech frontier the Red 
Army is levering the Germans fiom 
strong mountain positions, while the 
Red Air Force attacks them along the 
valleys. The Russians are massing 
on this front and are expected to 
move into Czechoslovakia with the

Eire Agreement With 
Egypt 


The trade agreement between Eire 
and Egypt, which has been effective 
for the past fourteen years, has been 
renewed. The renewal takes place 
annually by means of an exchange 
of Notes, the Irish Note being 
handed to the Egyptian Minister for 
Foreign Affairs by the British 
Ambassador at Cairo. In the Notes 
the agreement is described as 
“the provisional, reciprocal, most- 


favoured nation agreement.” 


Want Increased Allowances 


For T.B. Sufferers 


TRONG criticism of the scale of 

allowances at present granted 

to tuberculosis patients was voiced 

by speakers at the inaugural meet- 

ing of the Post-Sanatoria League, 

held in the Mansion House, Dublin, 
last night. 

The utter impossibility of patients 
regaining their health on the allow- 
ances paid was stressed by Mr. 
Charles O’Connor. “To-day,” he 


said, “even the Government dis- 
misses its temporary officials and 


young civil servants on probation 


as soon as it learns that they are 


infécted, and refuses to reinstate 
them on recovery. Thus many 


young people are being encouraged 
the --disease - until: it. 


reaches such a stage that the most 
sean rig scientific treatment is of no 
avail,” - 

Mr. W. Connolly, chairman, said 
that the League wds non-political 
and non-sectarian, and was designed 
solely to expose the grievances and 
disabilities under which T.B. patients 
existed. Its primary aim was. to 
secure adequate financial allowances 
for every patient and his dependants 
from the time of diagnosis until he 
was able to return to remunerative 
employment. Contrasting allowances 
paid in this country and in Britain, 
he said that in this country they 
ranged from 7s. for an un- 
married person to 33s. weekly for a 
marrigd man with five children. In 
Northern Ireland and Britain allow- 
ances varied from 25s, for an un- 
married person without dependants 
to 39s. for a married man; plus from 
5s. to 12s. for each child; rent allow- 
ances up to 15s., and fuel allow- 
ances of 3s, 6d. Other benefits 
covered the payment of insurance 
premiums, educational fees, etc. 

Alderman Martin O'Sullivan, 
T.D., said it certainly disclosed a 
sad state of affairs when they found 
in a city like Dublin that people

afflicted with the dread disease of 
tuberculosis had to bare their wound 
and come to a meeting of that 
nature in an endeavour to arouse 
'the public conscience, 


All sanatoria in the city’s vicinity 
had waiting lists, he added.

Gold Wages Truce 


Prices on the Johannesburg 
Stock Exchange reacted sharply in 
the last half-hour yesterday, when 
news of the acceptance of a mine 
wages compromise was _ received, 
states the Financial News corre- 
spondent.

HE British Government's decision 

to give effect to the Beveridge 
“Social Security” Plan—subject 
only to minor modifications—marks 
a departure of quite extraordinary 
importance to the people of this 
country. Calling for an immediaie 
annual addition of £350 millions to 
the amount which British taxpayers 
and ratepayers contribute towards 
the present costs of unemployment 
and other “social” services, its 
total yearly cost—to be shared 
between the State, the employer and 
the wage-earner—is estimated at 
£650 millions during the first year, 
and £830 millions ae when the 
scheme takes its full effect. 
_ Subject to possible modifications 
it may be assumed that the plan 
will be adopted by the Government 
of Northern Ireland, whose policy 
and practice is to keep in step with 
British finance and legislation. 
Further, there is the fact that the 
industrial structure of the Six 
Counties is much more akin to that 
of Great Britain than it is to con- 
ditions m the twenty-six counties.

Apart from differences in political 
outlook and social organisation, the 
purely economic structure of the 
twenty-six counties is profoundly 
different from that of Great Britain 
and Northern Ireland—where the 
preponderating interests are urban 
and industrial.

Before the 
war her Government played an 
important, if not, indeed, a 
decisive, part in the policies of the 
Little Entente; and it was to 
France, rather than to Russia, 
that Rumania looked for political 
guidance. Bulgaria, on the other 
hand, always had close associa- 
tions with the Russians. She, -too, 
has sued fof peace—although 


with the Soviets—and the fact 
that the terms conceded to her 


Officially she ‘never was at war 


terminating private enterprise ”; 
the actual result, by what one 
may call the Darwinian theory of 
trade, would be the extermination 
of small private enterprises— 
except those which cater for a 
small and _ select public—by 
larger private enterprises.

We refer, of course, 
to co-operative stores. Ireland 
has experimented in co-operation 
many times, with varying degrees 
of success.

One moment. If this wearies you, 
to think for a moment of the 
effect on me—writing about art. Is 
that an occupation for a gentleman 
twice husband thrice father? 

They have everything in this 
Exhibition — even  Dalis, even 
Chagalls, even Klees, Kandinskys 
and Miros, even Picassos (of the 
Bone period—remember?) and of 
course plenty of barm_ braques. 
(Odd that the characteristic genre of 
Living Art should be the nature 
morte?). In the catalogue, however, 
there is no acknowledgment what- 
ever to these boys—their names 
aren’t even mentioned. 

Really, it is hard to be patient. 
What you have in this Exhibition— 
pay attention, please—this is for 
your benefit—is a sedate anthology 
of reproductions of academic art. 
(Academic, although it’s all done 
with mirrors—or could I mean 
Miros?) 

Understand at once that we on 
this paper have no objection to 
academic art. We appreciate—fully 
——that in all human enterprises the 
mediocrit must co-exist with the 
more spectacular, more adventurous, 
more successful operator, must—to 
survive—study the works of his 
superiors. Even, it seems, reproduce 
them, thereby adhering, in good 
schoolboy fashion, to the copybook 
norm. Very well, 

There is of course nothing dis- 
graceful about academies. Why do 
not these people form one? The 
art they practise is far more con- 
ventional, far more doctrinaire, far 
more conventional, far more 
‘formal,’ more ‘mannered,’ than 
the narrow, yet somehow florid and 
miserable, activity housed in the 
older European academies. But the 
painters exhibiting in this show (I 
notice Dockrell’s have no work in this 
year) seem to be under some misap- 
prehension about the quality and 
nature of painting: people are left to 
infer that it is . . . “ experimental,” 
rebel, rather daring. Have they for- 
gotten—or do they think we peasants 
have forgotten—that an exhibition of 
“Modern ” French painting has al- 
ready been held in Dublin this year 
—sponsored, I think b the 
Academy of (? blood—) Letters? 
Are they aware that this approach 
to painting, initiated in Paris in the 
twenties, was purely tentative, 
purely exploratory, purely empirical 
—that many of the artists originat- 
ing these ideas dropped them, saw 
no point in developing them, were 
so keen on the attitude of experi- 
ment with a viéw to discovery that 
they had a horror of copying them- 
selves? Is it to be assumed that 
these early twentieth-century refusés 
would have wished to... . found a 
school — in the medieval Italian 
manner? To have their ‘tradition’ 
not only perpetrated, but perpetuated 
by Irish Mat, and by his wife .... 
Matisse? , 

Finally, I ask if it be not rather 
English, rather relentless, thus to 
exhume these careless ephemeral 
masks and... wear them... out?
